pice donkey. 
T h is ra re anim al has th e body, hide 
and ears of an Indian m ule, a black 
an d w hite mane, receding horns, some 
ten inches long, w ith the short tail 
an d cloven hoofs of the deer. 
It Is of 
a grayish black color, w ith taw ny legs, 
a n d w eighs some 2<X) pounds. 
Except 
in th e breeding season It la apparently 
a so litary anim al, frequenting the m ost 
Inaccessible m ountain sides. 
M essrs. Brown and W ilden w ere a s ­ 
sisted by some th irty n ative huntsm en, 
w ith an equal num ber of dogs, placed 
a t th e ir disposal by a friendly list Fan 
C hieftain.

H>orts for four days, the first ngai lu 
Sighted fell to Mr. W ild e rs gun w hile 
break in g cover at a d istance of some 
th irty yards.

I t is a trad itio n am ong th e M exicans 
th a t once the- fever accom panying an 
attack of pneum onia seizes them it is 
necessarily fatal, an d because of th is 
all m edicine and all physicians a re re­ 
fused and the M exican usually dies 
T he dove brings the story otf d eath in 
its w eird cooing, according to tile be­ 
lief of th e natives, and m any w ho have 
been seized w ith the fewer who o th er­ 
wise m ight have recovered have suc­ 
cum bed owing to th eir belief in th e tra 
d ltion. 
T h at is the reason, it is said, 
w hy pneum onia is fa ta l to Ro 
m any 
Mexicans* 
Dr. C unningham visited Hie City of 
M exico and w as in the national palace, 
th e seat of governm ent. 
Although Old 
Mexico has the nam e of being a repub­ 
lic, its form of governm ent IR th a t In 
nam e only, he says, fo r th e en tire coun­ 
try is a one-m an power, and th e one 
m an is P resident Diaz. 
One of the q u ain t custom s to which 
th e natives of Old Mexico still adhere 
is the practice of 
w earing 
blankets 
about them , even in th e tieat of sum ­ 
mer. 
On Ju n e 24 Dr. C unningham pho­ 
tographed a group of these as they sat 
out In the sun and wrnpi>ed them selves 
in th e ir w arm blankets.

Penalty for Buying Votes. 


I. T hat whoever, directly or indirectly, hires, buys or offers to hire or buy 
or furnish any money or other means to be used, or directs or permit* his 
money or other means to be used, or handles any mon. y or other means know 
Ing the sam e to be used to induce, hire or buy any person to vote or refrain 
from voting any ticket or for any candida** f6r any office, to bo voted for at 
any election held in this S tate; or whoever attem pts to induce any person to 
vote or to refrain from voting for any candidate for any office to be voted for 
at any elect on held pursuant to law or at any primary held in this State by 
offering such peraon any rew ard or favor, shall be fined in any sum not more 
than fifty dollars and disfranchised and rendered incapable of holding any 
office of trust or profit for a p< Hod of tea years from the date of such ccm vil 
lion.

Penalty for Selling or Offering to Sell Votes.

W hoever Mila, barters, or offers to sell or bart, r his vote or offers to 
refrain from voting for any candidate for any office to be voted for at any alee.

to be voted for at .ny election held in this state or by any other person or 
persons, Bbs,I be fined In sny sum not more than fifty dollars and disfranchise,! 
and rendered Incapable of holding any office of trust or profit for a period of 
ten years from the date of such conviction.

3. A ny Person called as a witness to testify against another for th* viola­ 
tion of any of the provisions of s e t o n s one or two of this act. is a com petent 
witness to prove the offense, although he may have been cuncomsd as a party 
and he shall be compelled to testify as other witnesses, but such evidence shad! 
net be used against him in any prosecution for such or any other offense grow­ 
ing out of matters about which he testifies, and he shall not be liable to trial 
by Indictment or Information or punished for such offense.
